NAZIS BLOW UP 


RHINE BRIDGES 


TO SLOW YANKS 


Red s Close Doub le Trap on 
200,000 Germans in

stormed into Cologne at 7:10 A. M. 
j today in a final powerful attack 
i on the great Rhineland metropo­ 
lis, and slowly fought toward the 
heart of G ermany ’s fourth largest 
city . 
The final assault started in the 
dark ness of 4 A. M. 
Maj. Gen. Maurice Rose’s Third 
Armored Division passed the city 
limits, strik ing 
from 
the 
north 
through the suburb 
of 
Bock el- 
ntuend. There 
the 
tank s 
w*ere 
about three miles from the tower­ 
ing Gothic cathedral at the heart 
of Cologne, the most ravaged city 
of the Rhineland. 
House to house 
fighting 
was 
touched 
off, 
AP Correspondent 
Don Whitehead, with 
the 
First 
Army , reported. 
German« Trapped 
Some 4,000 desperately fighting 
Germans 
were 
trapped 
outside 
city when the Third Armored Di­ 
vision cut the last road leading to 
the Hohenzollern bridge across the 
Rhine. 1,300 to 1,700 feet wide at 
Cologne. 
Cologne lay under smok e. The 
thunder 
of 
battle 
was 
rolling 
across the city in increasing fury 
as the Americans closed in for 
the k ill on the 11th day of their 
great drive from the Roer River, 
21 miles behind. 
To the 
north, 
the 
American 
Ninth Army captured Homberg, a 
manufacturing suburb 
of 
Duis­ 
burg, and the approaches to tw-o 
Rhine bridges. The enemy garri­ 
son in this city of 35,000 surren­ 
dered three hours after midnight. 
Hundreds of 
retreating 
Nazis 
were caught on the west side of 
the Rhine and were being flushed 
from basements in house to house 
manhunts for any German male 
of military age. 
Many 
enemy 
officers 
were 
caught try ing to escape by don­ 
ning civilian clothes. The 334th 
infantry regiment w'hich captured 
Homberg, were in no mood for 
masquerades. 
Lt. Gen. William H. Simpson’s 
men stood on the Rhine for 15 
miles, and Canadians to the north 
held another 52-mile stretch of the 
west bank s. 
Thousands Surrender 
Germans surrendered 
by 
the 
thousands; the total in the offen­ 
sive passed 60,000. A black out was 
imposed partially on Third Army 
movements toward Coblenz 
and 
the middle Rhine, suggesting an 
imminent 
break through 
there. 
The Seventh Army fought in the 
Siegfried line 
just 
outside 
the 
Saar 
capital 
of 
Saarbrueck en, 
which was under heavy fire. 
Artillery 
also 
was 
pouring 
heavy fire in passed salvoes from 
American guns outside Cologne, 
ringed on all its sides west of the 
Rhine. 
Smok e rolled up from fires and 
explosions set by American shells. 
The 
Doughboy s 
inside 
Cologne 
caught flashing glimpses through 
the pall of the tower of the 13th 
century cathedral. Artillery and 
troops had been ordered to hold 
their fire away from the m ag­ 
nificent structure.

It's a task that 
would tax the military genius of 
any age, and it must be said for 
Rundstedt that he has been doing 
a work manlik e job. His undoubt­ 
ed capabilities add to the credit 
of Eisenhower and his captains in 
their magnificent offensiv e. 
Marshal v on Rundstedt's 
last- 
ditch resistance west of the Rhine 
is for two purposes. 
First, he is 
protecting the withdrawal of his 
forces and such of his equipment 
and supplies as 
he 
can rescue. 
Secondly, he is continuing to carry 
out the policy of his master to 
wage delaying actions ev erywhere 
so long as possible. 
It's v astly important to Hitler- 
dom now to delay an Allied cross­ 
ing of the Rhine to the last min 
ute, for just east of the Riv er lies 
the Ruhr, the last great industrial 
area left to the Reich. 
The Ruhr 
is food and drink for the German 
military machine. General Eisen­ 
hower has his big guns pumping 
high explosiv es across the Rhine 
into the Ruhr, and we get the 
good news today that the Krupp 
armament work s at Essen—one 
of the world's 
most 
extensiv e 
plants—is within range 
of 
our 
guns. 
The American First Army today 
is closing in on that prize of prizes 
the cathedral city of Cologne and 
infantry combat for the ancient 
Rhenish city may ev en now be 
under way. This terribly bombed 
city has a double v alue from the 
military standpoint. 
It is one of 
Germany’s chief railway centers. 
And its loss will be a heav y blow 
to German morale. 
Cologne has been 
a 
beautiful 
city, I suppose, but to me it al­ 
ways has stood for the ugliness 
of Prussian militarism. 
I 
had 
headquarters there for a consider­ 
able time at the end of the last 
war. and saw much of this arro­ 
gant Prussianism. 
I nev er think 
of Cologne without recalling the 
sight of a mounted policeman rid­ 
ing his horse up onto the side­ 
walk and into a crowd of women 
and

children 
who 
were 
crowded longingly about a shop 
window, look ing

things. 
His sole ^purpose was to 
force his horse to trample the 
feet of these helpless folk .

Treatment of Arthritis b y Hyp od ermic Injection 


I f HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M. D. 


ARTHRITIS mean s in flamma­ 
tion of the join ts. This in flamma­ 
tion causes the join t* to be pain ­ 
ful an d swollen . U n fortun ately, up 
to the presen t time the ex act cause 
of certain types of arthritis has 
n ot been foun d , n or have measures 
for treatm en t been foun d which 
will give complete relief from the 
d isease. 
In treatin g arthritis, the physi­ 
cian makes every possible effort 
to employ method s th at will re ­ 
lieve the symptoms as quickly as 
possible. Rest, the application of 
heat an d the use of high d osages 
of certain vitam in s, particularly 
vitamin D, have been foun d help­ 
ful. Some years ago, a method of 
treatin g arthritis by in jection of 
an acid —such as lactic acid —in to 
the join ts was suggested , because 
it was foun d that the fluid s in the 
join t affected by arthritis were al­ 
kalin e. 
Doctor H. W arren Crowe of 
En glan d thin ks that a solution of 
acid potassium phosphate is bet­ 
ter than lactic acid because the 
acid potassium phosphate gives a 
more prolon ged effect. In carryin g 
out the treatm en t, the skin over 
the join t is pain ted with iod in e an d 
then a n eed le on a hypod ermic 
syrin ge is in serted in to the join t. 
No an esthetic is n ecessary ex cept 
in the case of the hip join t. If 
there is an y fluid presen t in the 


join t, it is withd rawn through the 
n eed le. Then the solution of acid 
potassium phosphate is in jected 
slowly. If the in jection is given 
slowly en ough, that is, over a pe­ 
riod of several min utes, it will be 
practically pain less. If sharp pain 
occurs, it usually in d icates that 
the n eed le is n ot in the join t. A fter 
the in jection is given , the join t 
may be loosely boun d with ad ­ 
hesive tape, leavin g room for 
some tem porary swellin g. It is n ot 
n ecessary for the patien t to rest 
after the treatm en t. 
Doctor Crowe has used this 
method in more than 400 patien ts. 
He has carefully stud ied the re­ 
sults obtain ed in in jection of 284 
join ts. On e-fourth of the join ts be­ 
came pain less an d attain ed full 
movemen t an d n ormal action . In 
on e-third of them d eformity an d 
swellin g of the join ts were re­ 
d uced an d the movemen ts 
in ­ 
creased . Two-fifths had on ly-tem­ 
porary relief. On e case- was d efi­ 
n itely worse after the in jection . 
The best results are obtain ed in 
those cases in which the d isease 
is n ot causin g severe symptoms. 
Failure occurs if there is too ac­ 
tive in fection presen t or the in - 
! jection s are n ot given in to the 
! join t. The best results are ob­ 
tain ed in the fin gers, kn ees an d 
I wrists. Hip join ts may require 
several in jection s. The treatm en t 
is without an y d an ger when prop­ 
erly used .
